As an example, from between February 
and May, 1942, when dysentery was prevalent in the 
Camp, he carried out his duties almost without 
sleeping and resting. Also I heard that ix 
although he tried to obtain drugs by various 
methods and also asking the Govenor General's 
Office, he was able to secure a large quantity 
and I heard that he treated the patients with 
quite a lot of difference, I also heard that 
from June, 1942, until February or March, 1943, 
when diphtheria was prevalent in the P.0.V. Camp 
he in the same way as he treated dysentery, he 
treated diphtheria without sleep and rest. 

Also that it was very difficult for him to obtain 
diphtherie serum and that he wes able to obtain 
200,000 units from two shops in HONG KONG and one 
in KOWLOON, This is what I heard. I also & 
received a report that he also obtained from Col. 
EGUCHI for, them 5,600,000 units of diphtheria 
serum and this amount the treatment for 
diphtheria was carried out, 


Is that all that was in the report you received? 

That is all, 

During your tenya of Office as Gendarme Chief, can 

you say about the circumstances of drugs in HONG 

KONG? 

As I am not accustomed I cannot say anything about 

the numerical situation, but/what I saw in the shops /fronm

As It is fundamentally laid down that the Intendant 
Officer would be responsible for local purchase 
of drugs. The Medical Officer because he has 
conversed with medical affairs, would only assist 
the Intendant Officer in such matters. 
I think that if the quantity to be purchased is 
small, the Medical Officer after receiving permission 
from the Commander and after consulting ¥atk tne 
Intedsnt Officer would be allowed to buy the drugs. 
However, if the quantity is large the Medical Üfficer 
would apply to the Commander for the purchase of 
drugs, and the Commnder would order the Intendant 
Officer to carry out the purchase.

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PROSECUTOR'S OPENING ADDRESS 
May It Please The Court: 


The present case concerns the prosecution of the Japanese Officer, 
Colonel TOKUNAGA, who was in command of all Prisoner of War Camps in the 
Hong Kong area, and four of his underlings. Of these, the principal was 
the medical officer, Captain SAITO, responsible for all medical services 
both in the actual camps and in the several hospitals in which Prisoners 
of War were, from time to time, lodged, The next is the adjutant and 
quondam Intelligence Officer, Lieut. TANAKA, attached to the Camp Adminis- 
tration. The fourth is a Singapore Japanese, Tsutada by name, who acted 
as interpreter through 1942 until sometime in November, 1943. Finally, 
there is a Sergeant HARADA, one of the non-commissioned officers employed 
as a guard in Sham Shui Po.

There are eleven charges in all. One of them, the first, indicts 
all five; the others, one or more. The principal accused, Col, TOKUNAGA, Maw 
in conjunction with the others, to the first six charges,jalone to the 
7th, 8th, 9th and 10th charges He is not implicated in the llth charge. 
This officer, according to his own sworn statement, arrived in Hong Kong 
on 2) January, 1942, He remained in command until the Japanese capitulation 
in August 1945. It wes his responsibility to see that the Camp was run 
in accordance with the Internationally acknowledged rules for the conduct 
of such places, Where evidence is adduced to show him deficient in this 


responsibility, it will, at the same time, accuse him of one or more of the 
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wad crimes charged against him, 

Likewise with Saito, the alleged medical officer, By virtue of his 
office he was responsible for the prevention of disease, sanitation and the 
care of the sick, Where this is shown to be deficient SAITO must stand 
accused of negligence amounting to a war crime, the seriousness of which 
will only be gauged by the results of his fault, negligence or positive aet. 
In addition, this man will have to answer evidence of specific cases of 
cruelty and ill-treatment suffered by Prisoners of War because of his perso- 
nal and active participation, This will include several humiliating beatings 
administered by this so-called physician, even to men of his own guild. 
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Before discussing the other three accused, a word here as to the 
consequences of the conduct of these two officers, TOKUNAGA and SAITO. 

It will be proved beyond any doubt that among Canadians alone, one hundred 
and twenty-eight deaths resulted therefrom, of which no less than one 
hundred and one would not have Occurred if these men had done their simple 
duty. It will be incontrovertibly proved that, although reports and requests 
were made for their provision, even the most elementary precautions against 
the spread of such fatal diseases as diphtheria, dysentery and the group 
labelled under the generic term ‘avitaminosis', were not only neglected but 
unquestionably and positively withheld. 

The accusations against TANAKA, TSUTADA AND HARADA besides the imli- 
cations against them personally, will point up the general policy of ill- 
treatment and calculated humiliation which was the apbarent policy of the 
Camps Commander, TOKUNAGA. 


As to the charges themselves, the first five have to do with the inhumane 
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treatment of Prisoners of War respectively in Sham Shui Po Camp, North Point 


Camp, Upper Argyle Street Officers Camp and in the British Military Hospital 
on Bowen Road, usually referred to as Bowen Road Hospital. For the benefit

omake address. The general charge of inhumanity in each case has been amplified by 


the Abstract of Evidence.

In another case I have referred to the incidents which led up to the 
indictments framed in the 6th and 7th carges as among the most romantic, if 
not the most tragic of all the stories which have come out of these terrible 
lA. months of imprisonment, With your permission, sir, may I now sketch, 
briefly, that story, in justification of my designation, On the night of 
the 19 - 20 August, 1942, four other ranks of the Winnipeg Grenadiers set 
about the primary duty of Prisoners of War, that is, to escape. They, 
together with all the other Canadian troops, were then incarcerated in 
North Point Camp situated on the waterfront about a mile east of Causeway 
Bay. They planned carefully, chose an appropriate night, dark and during 
the subsidence of a typhoon and made successful egress from the Camp. No 
one of their Canadian comrades has seen them since. But it gradually 
became rumoured that they had been recaptured. Wild tales of torture in 
public places were told and believed. But only after the capitulation was 


it learned that they had been executed. This information was supplied by 
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Col. TOKUNAGA to Lt. Col. HOME (now Brigadier) who was the senior surviving 
Canadian Officer.  TOKUNACA gave HOME a copy of a report which he had made 
to Tokyo ( the original of which will be produced ) stating that the four 
escapees had been shot while clanbering through the wire enclosing the Camp. 
Unfortunately for Col. TOKUNACA'S integrity, it was immediately apparent to 


Lt. Col, HOME that the Commander in Chief of Prisoners of War Camps, Hong 
Kong, had deliberately misled his ewn Government, This because it was 
known where the egress from the Camp was made, which did not in any wise 


correspond with the locality TOKUNAGA averred, and moreover, many POWs who 
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had acted as "ground crew" for the escapees, were able to say definitely that 
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no shots had been fired that night. A good while later, TOKUNAGA admitted his 
formal report was a tissue of lies. In the good old Japanese style, he then 
came through with a partially true statement. It appeared that the escape 
had been successful up to an attempt to cross LY MUN Gap ina sampan, This 
had been swamped or capsized. The escapees were recaptured as they clung to 
their partially submerged craft, From there on TOKUNAGA'S statement began 
again to diverge from the truth. He related that the Camp Commandant, Captain 
WADA (since deceased anà thus the Seapegoat for every possible crime) and 


a 2/Lt. who was guard commander, had been charged with taking the four recap- 


tured Winnipeg Grenadiers from North Point to the Kowloon POW HQ. on Forfar Street, 


n 


They went via Kai Tak where the four, according to TOKUNAGA “created a 
disturbance" and were shot out of hand, Again, unfortunately for the probity 
of the statements of this full Colonel of the Japanese Army, incontrovertible 
evidence had, meanwhile, been discovered showing that the four had actually 
been taken to Forfar Street where they were unsuccessfully interrogated. 

This came to light when the Hong Kong War Crimes Investigation team found a 
young man who had acted as a sort of office boy at Forfar Street during the 
occupation, Mak Kee Shing, for such was his name, saw the four, and by virtue 
of remarkable powers of observation, was able to identify them positively. 
This, by virtue of a very evident scar over the eye of one of them, Berzenski 
by name, which he described and, unless he had seen it, he could have had no 
knowledge of it whatsoever. His evidence was corroborated by MATSUDA a civi- 
lian interpreter. From Forfar Street the four were turned over to the Kem Pei 
Tei for further interrogation and were taken to the Kowloon Magistracy, then 
Kempeitai HQ. on the peninsula. This, again, was discovered by the good work 
of the team who found a witness called VICTAL who had been called in, because 
he spoke Japanese, by the Kempeitai to interpret. This Han, who will appear 
before you, remembered the names of two of the escapees, Adams and Berzenski, 
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for reasons he will disclose, Again, there was no doubt but that his evidence 
was accurate. Again it is corroborated by other witnesses, this time by 
affidavit, and again Berzenski's scarred forehead plays an important pert in the 
identification. Finally, through one of those accidents which befall only to 


men who are constantly on the qui vive, the Investigation Team got into touch 
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with a Chinese truck driver who remembered driving the four Canadians and a party 
of guards to the football field at King's Park. Lau Kam, who will appear before 
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you, drove the party to the far end of the field, The field is situated in a 
sunken płāteau between rugged hills.. Lau Kam saw the party disappear into the 
Western hill, but for reasons which will be readily appreciated, showed no great 
curiosity about what was happening there. Som few mimites later the party 
returned, less the escapees. He saw a sergeant wiping his sword on the grass 


and he saw Saito, who was Present in his medical capacity. His identification 


of the POWS as Canadians is not clear cut but subsequent evidence corroborated 


the substance of his evidence, Eventually the whole story came out and there 


are now available, statements mde by TOKUNAGA, SAITO, NIIMORI, another inter- 
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preter now under sentence, and TANAKA which substantiates the whole remarkable 
chain of evidence uncovered by the diligence and perspicacity of the Hong Kong 
War Crimes Investigation Team, The four escapees were executed by Camp Guards 
at King's Park, executed without trial, by order of Col. TOKUNAGA for no other 
offence than doing their duty. They were interrogated by the gendermes, they 
were interrogated at Forfar Street and submitted, at least, to the indignity of 
slapping by the same TOKUNAGA who, by the way, was known to Prisoners of Wer, 


a 
for e no longer apparent reason Sf "Fat Pig". That is the romance of the 


attempted escape of Sgt. Payne, L/Cpl. Berzenski and Grenadiers Ellis and Adams. 
It ended in a tragedy for which Col. TOKUNAGA must now be held accountable. 

The eighth charge is similar in outline to the seventh. It has to do with 
an attempted escape of British POWs from Sham Shui Po. However, proof of what 
happened to these brave men is limited, almost entirely to the evidence of the 
accused himself. This is completely suffio&ent. That it was given voluntarily 
will appear from the evidence of Captain Victor Collison, 

Little need be said in explanation of the ninth charge. The Court may be 
interested, however, in speculating on the relation between the nickname of 
the accused TOKUNAGA, mentioned above, i.e. Fat Pig, the accusation that he 
stole food stuffs from the Red Cross parcels for his private consumption and 
his present appearance after a year of the diet of Stanley Gaol which, while 
ample, is not likely to be garnished with the delicacies supplied by the Red 
Cross. 

The tenth charge speaks for itself, H rover, care should be taken to 
distinguish between evidence on ill-treatment to Chinese civilians which 
ocurred before TOKUNAGA took over on the 24th January 1942, Unfortunately, as 
much of the evidence is in affidavit form, the Court will unavoidably hear 
evidence of what took place before that date. As far as possible I will try to 
indicate where this occurs. But there will be evidence of such treatment being 
afforded Chinese civilians long after the 2th January 1942, by Camp Guards 
both at Sham Shui Po, North Point and Bowen Road Hospital. That TOKUNAGA knew 
and connived at such misdoings will become increasingly evident as the numerous 


accounts of beatings, shootings and down-right murder are put before you, 
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The eleventh charge concerns TANAKA only. It is, again, the story of 
POWs trying to circumvent their captors, being caught and ill treated. 

Perhaps, at this point, I may respectfully remind the Court of the Rules 
of International Law respecting the punishment of POWs. At all times must 
there be a trial before punishment is inflicted. Attempted escape may be 
punished by a maximum of 30 days detention, Death may be inflicted only 
after trial, ofcourse, and further, the detaining power must give a three 
months notice to the Government of the POWs concerned before the sentence 
is executed, Inhumane treatments, mss punishments, humiliations are ex- 
pressly forbidden, It will be your task in the appreciations of the evidence 
about to be laid before you, to decide whether or not the accused have 
transgressed these rules. 

One word about the evidence before closing. Much of it is in affidavit 
form, Many affidavits will touch on two or more phases of the various 
charges. Unavoidably such evidence will not follow the pattern of the 
charges. Likewise with the witnesses. Many will give evidence on various 
matters concerning this trial. In an attempt to aid the Court, a schedule 


has been made out showing the witnesses and affidavits who, and which, will 
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support the various charges as amplified by the abstract of evidence. 
Some of the affidavits and several of the witnesses do not appear in the 


abstract. Notification has been, or will be, given to the accuseds' counsel 
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respécting the purport of this further evidence in ample time to avoid any 
possibility of surprise. 
That is a summary of this case. It is reiterated that the main
